Raw Film Factory 


It is learnt ihat the Govern- 
ment of India have decided to 
locate the proposed raw film 
factory at Ootacamund, Madras 
State. This has been disclosed 
by Mr. Lal Bahadur Shastri 
Minister for Commerce and 
Industry as per a Press Note 
dated 26th August *58. 


It is said Ooty has been chosen 
because the foreign experts who 
had visited various places in the 
country, have recommended Ooty 
as the most ideally suited for the 
purpose. He added that the 
delay in starting the industry 
‘was due mainly to the difficulty 
in finding the necessary foreign 
exchange for the import of 
machinery. The Agfa Company 
with whom the Union Govern- 
ment proposed to collaborate in 
the matter technically expected 
them to provide foreign exchange 
to the tune of nearly Rs. two 
crores initially. However, he 
added, the Government hoped 
to come to an understanding 
with the Agfa Company in 
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терага to financial implications 
of the scheme as early as possi- 
ble as shortage of raw film was 
causing great hardship to the 
film industry in the country. 


With a view to having an idea 
of the proposed site for the 
factory on Wenlock Downs near 
Ootacamund, Mr. Shastri, who 
came to Ooty on 24th August ' 58 
drove up to the Phykara Dam 
near the 12th mile-stone on the 
Ooty-Mysore Road which passes 
through the Downs. 


Raw film is now imported 
during the current half-year by 
established importers on a quota 
of 60 per cent general and 60 
per cent soft. Certain imports 
are also being effected through 
the State Trading Corporation 
on payment in rupees. Licences 
are now proposed to be granted 
under the export promotion 
schemes. 


The annual requirement of 
raw fim in the country is 
estimated at 250 million feet 
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The total quantity of cinema 
film imported in 1957 was about 


271:32 million feet, as against- 


262:69 million feet in 1956 and 
29776 million feet in 1955. 
The import of film in the first 
four months of 1958 was 79:43 
million feet. They were mostly 
imported from the U.K., the 
U.S.A., Belgium, Italy, and West 
and East Germany. 
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It is also learnt as per the press 
report that the Government have 
also approved of the scheme of 
an Indian firm to manufacture 
synchro-box cameras in collabo- 
ration with a West German 
firm. This firm will take up the 
manufacture of 35 m.m. slide 
projectors and folding cameras 
at a later stage.

Government of Madras have 
notified the following notifica- 
tion : 


In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 10 of the 
Madras Cinemas (Regulation) 
Act, 1955 (Madras Act IX of 
1955), the Governor of Madras 
hereby makes the following 
amendment to the Madras 
Cinemas (Regulation) Rules, 
1957, published with the Home 
Department Notification S.R.O. 
No. A-701, dated the 20th 
January 1957 at pages 79 to 104 
of Rules Supplement to Part J 
of the FORT ST. GEORGE 
GAZETTE, dated the 30th 
January 1957, as subsquently 
amended.

The 6th Annual Genfral Body 
Meeting of the Andhra Film 
Chamber of Commerce, Vijaya- 
wada, was held on 10-8-1958 in 
the premises of S. K. P. V. V. 
Hindu High School, Gandhi- 
nagar, Vijayawada-2. Sri T. 
Aswadhanarayana presided over 
the meeting.

Theatre Tax is Held Legal by 
High Court: | 


On an appeal filed by the 
Sangamner Municipalky, Mr. 
Justice Dater and Mr] Justice 
V. S. Desai, at the Bombay High 
Court, held that the theatre tax 
lévied by the Municipality was 
legal and not ultra vires the 
powers of the Municipality 
under the Bombay District 
Municipal Act and that, as a 
theatre tax was ап entertain- 
ment tax which was within the 
competence of the State Legisla- 
ture, the Municipality could 
also levy the tax uader the 
Bombay District Municipal Act 


Іп January, 1944, the Munici- 
pality resolved to levy a theatre 
tax after adopting certain rules 
and following the preliminary 
formalities prescribed by Section 
60 of the Bombay District 
Municipal Act. In March, 1944 
the Commissioner gave sanction 
tothe levy of the tax and the 
sanctioned tax came to be levied 
with effect from April, 1944, In 
June, 1948, the Municipality 
resolved to levy the theatre tax 
per every show of a cinema, 
drama, circus or ‘tamasha’ at 
the rate of Rs, 4 instead of the 
original tax amount of Rs. 2 
The Commissioner sanctioned 
the increase in July, 1948, and 
the revised tax came into effect 
from September, 1948. 


The owners of a cinema, the 
Rajasthan Chitra Mandir, paid 
an amount of Rs. 9,116 as thea- 
tre tax from May, 1949, to 
April, 1952 They then sued the 


Municipality to recover this sum 
of tax contending that the 
imposition of the tax was illegal 
and ultra vires the powers of the 
Municipality under the Bombay 
District Municipal Act, 1°01. 
The trial Court held that the 
resolutions of the Municipality 
were illegal and decreed a sum 
of Rs. 8644 in favour of the 


plaintiffs. The present appeal 
was thereupon filed by the 
Municipality. 


Referring to Section 59 of the 
Bombay District Municipal Act, 
Their Lordships said that it 
empowered the Municipality to 
impose taxes None of the items 
stated in Section 59 expressly 
mentioned theatre tax as one of 
the taxes which could be imposed 
by the Municipality. But Their 


- Lordships were of the view that 


theatre tax could be levied under 
item (xi) of Section 59, namely, 
“апу other tax." 


ENTERTAINMENT TAX. 


Their Lordships were of the 
view that a theatre tax or a tax 
on  entertainments could be 
levied by the Provincial Legisla- 
ture under the entry in List 2 of 
the Seventh Schedule to the 
Government of India Act. If 
the Tax could be levied by the 
State Legislature, it could also 
be levied by the Municipality. 
Before a tax could be levied 
under Section 59 item (xi), the 
Municipality had to follow 
certain formalities prescribed by 
Section 60, Their Lordships did 
not find any irregularity or 
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illegality 
Municipality in following the 
prescribed preliminary proce- 
dure. Their Lordships were of 
the view that the imposition of 
the theatre tax by the Munici- 
pality was valid and that the 
Municipality had the power to 
enhance the existing taxes. 


It had been urged on behalf of 
the plaintiffs that theatre tax was 
a tax on trade and hence invalid 
under Article 276 of the Con- 
stitution. In this connection 
Their Lordships said that it had 
been rightly conceded that the 
theatre tax was an entertainment 
tax. If, therefore, the Munici- 
pality imposed a tax calling it a 
‘theatre tax,’ which was in effect 
a tax on entertainments, it could 
not be regarded as a tax on 
trade. Under the Government 
of India Act as well as under the 
Constitution, a tax on trade had 
been mentioned as an item 
separate and distinct from a tax 
On entertainments. 


In the result, Their Lordships 
allowed the appeal and set aside 
the decree against the Munici- 
pality. |

Cinematograph Act Challenged- 
by Filmistan : 


New Delhi: Two writ peti- 
tions challenging the validity of 


committed by the. 
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the Cinematograph Act of 1952 
were admitted by a devision 
bench of the Punjab High Court 
(Circuit Branch) on July 20, The 
petitions, fwhich had been filed 
by Filmigtan Limited, also pray- 
ed for tife issue of writ to cancel 
two Go ernment of India Noti- 
fications\of March 10 and May 
7last dtclaring the films 
“Bombay Flight 4177 and 
“Jasoos” in English and Hindi, 
respectively, produced by the 
petitioners, to be uncertified 





films, 


The petitioners submitted that 
Sections 3 and 4 of the Cinema- 
tograph Act which gave “abso- 
lute powers” to the Board of 
Film Censors, were void as they 
imposed unreasonable restric- 
tions on the freedom of speech 
and expression and the freedom 
of trade guaranteed under Arti- 


. cles 19 (1) (С) of the Constitu- 


tion. It was further contended 
on behalf of the petitioners that 
no rules had been framed and 
no directions had been given by 
Parliament to regulate and guide 
the Board of Film Censors in 
excercising their powers. The 
provision for appeals under 
section 5 of the Act was a pro- 
vision for appeal from one 
executive body to another and 
‘illusory’? The petitioners had 
also challenged various other 
provisions of the Act.

It will synchronise with 
the forthcoming annual con- 
ferences of the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, the International 
Monetary Fund, the Interna- 
tional Finance Corporation— 
which rank as specialised 
agencies of the United Nations, 
which would be attended by the 
Delegations from 72 nations and 
also the International Air Trans- 
port Associations Conference, 
all scheduled to take place in 
the month of October. The 
exhibition will provide an ideal 
opportunity to the industry, 
other developmental enterprises, 
etc., of the country, both in pri- 
vate and public sectors, to 
promote world wide interest in 
their organisation, development 
and also to stimulate the export 
of their products. 


The Exhibition is jointly spon- 
sored by the Ministers of 
Finance and Commerce and 
Industry but is organised and 
managed bythe latter through 
their Directorate of Exhibitions. 


The Exhibition will be held in 
New Delhi at the site lying bet- 
ween  Hardings Bridge and 
Purana Kila, along the Delhi- 
Mathura Highway, which is an 
ideal site for the Exhibition. 


The Exhibition is scheduled to 
commence on Ist October 1958, 
and will last for about sixty 
days 

The object of the Exhibition 
is to provide a forum to assess 
and to further India's economic 
development. The main idea is 
to stimulate on the occasion 
interest in our different develop. 
ment schemes and various indu- 
stries and crafts in both the 
sectors, public and private, and 
also to develop the country's 
export trade. It should 
therefore, be a “barograph” to 
show the country’s industrial 
development and trade potential. 
The display should aim :— 


. (a) to present a co-ordinated 
comprehensive picture of the 
economic progress achieved by 
India. 


(b) to promote economic 
relations between India and other 
countries. 

(c) to establish and promote 
cotacts between manufacturers 
and traders and consumers ; and 


(d) to serve as a ‘show-win- 
dow” of India, its industry, 
trade, art and culture. 


The Exhibition is wholly 
national in character. It is not 
intended to invite other countries 
to takepart in this Exhibition. 
It is also not intended to include 
industrial enterprises in other 
countries to participate, 

Government expect the Indian 
Film Industry to participate in 
the Exhibition.
